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Morine City UJard-Cottrell High School 
uios built in 1961 by Reb Construction, fit 
the time of the dedication, on September 
10, 1961, the school covered a total of 
77,500 square feet. 

Cdward J. Trudell was the first princi- 
pal at M.C.H.S. Three of the original staff 
members still teach at the school. Mr. Don- 
ald Chamberlain teaches Government, Ms. 
Sondra Cawrse teaches Typing, and Ms. 
Kathryn Kimmet is a guidance counselor. 
Their expertise and guidance have helped 
shape the school into what it is today. 

Many changes have been made in the 
layout of the school. The most important 


one, of course, is the addition of the cafe- 
teria and junior high in 1974, additional re- 
novations include the building of the north 
wing and continuous repairs in classrooms 
and hallways. Currently, procedures are 
being considered for further expansion in 
anticipation of the growing community and 
the possible move of the ninth grade to the 
high school. 

LUith the continued excellence of the 
teaching staff and the help of Rlumni, grad- 
uating seniors and underclassmen, the fine 
reputation of M.C.H.S. will continue 
throughout the years.

For the post five years, Marine City has been associated 
with it's historic lighthouse. 

The Peche Island Range Rear lighthouse was built in 1908. 
It was located off Peche Island, Ontario, just east of Relle Isle, 
where the Detroit River and lake St. Clair meet. 

The lighthouse guided ships through the passageway for 
75 years, until it was officially extinguished on September 23, 
1982. Pt that time, it was scheduled to be dismantled and re- 
moved. 

In October 1982, the Michigan Rank of Port Huron, in coop- 
eration with the Michigan National Corporation rescued the tow- 
er, and gave it a home. 

The ligthouse stands 60' high, weighs 35 tons, is 16* in diam- 
eter, and 44' in circumference. It has been restored and 
strengthened in order to stand tall in downtown Marine City, 
where it was offically dedicated Rugust 21,1983.

Many people think thot they know Marine City, but in fact, only a few realize that at one time, 
our quiet, small town was a bustling place with shipbuilding, boats docking, salt wells and a variety 
of other companies residing here. 

Marine City was originally called Newport, but in 1867, was renamed. There are many histori- 
cal landmarks here, including the City Hall, which was built in 1884. Originally, it housed the fire 
department along with the police services and city offices 

When shipping was at it's peak in the mid- to late-1800's, the business employed hundreds 
of people. In 1890, about 350 Marine City men were listed as working on the lakes; this was very 
unique for a Great Lakes community populated at about 3,000. 

One of the most successful people to ever live in Marine City was Samuel Ward. He owned 
the largest ship-building company and helped establish the first United States Post Office in 1867. 
In 1832, Samuel Ward built the first brick house north of Detroit. It is one of eleven houses on or 
near Main Street that are documented by the Michigan Department of State History as being 100 
years or older. This house is also documented in the United States Department of the Interior's 
National Register of Historical Houses. Ward died in the house in 1854 at the age of sixty. 

Marine City has become much more modernized since then. The city is continuously expanding. 
By most standards, Marine City is a small town that has a rich and exciting history. Some day, it 
will become a large city with only traces of it's history visible. Through us, though, the history of 
Marine City will live on.
